also give him the chance to replenish 
the supply oJ water In his radiator. 


The one drawback of these springs 


is that K they are much frequented

become 
contaminated; 


careless persons 
throw rubbish iu 


them. The water thus Is sometimes 
made nnflt for drinking. 


To 
prevent 
pollution 
of 
these 


sources of water the springs must he 
sealed up so that the water may be 


obtained 
without 
there 
being any 


chance of contaminating the source. 
In many places this is being done by 
sealing the spring up with some sort 
of :i concrete shield, leaving only a 
small opening through which the wa- 
ter flows. The accompanying photo- 
graph shows an instance of this prac- 
tice along a West Virginia highway. 
In this case the overflow is piped to 
a horse trough further along the road.

Before Removing Fender 


Put Kerosene on Bolts 


The automobile repairer. bases his 


charges for installing a new fender 
mainly on the, time he spends trying to 
remove the old one. 
And the car 


owner will discover that the "frozen" 
nuts and bolts which hold the fender 
In. place will prevent most of the dif- 
ficulty encountered in this sort of 
"work. Th«.rnle Is to squirt kerosene. 
over the fender bolts just before try- 
Ing-to loosen them with the screw- 
driver. But the rule Is not always the 
logical way to do things. A great deal 
of time will be saved by giving the 
fender bolts a kerosene bath the night 
previous to the day the work is to be 
done. 
In the morning much of the 


rust will have been removed and the 
bolts will turn much easier, for the 
kerosene will have had ample time to 
do Its share of, the work. 


A Clutch Test 


• A clutch can. he tested for, slipping 
by letting the' engine run at about 20 
to 22 miles an hour. Put the emer- 
gency Drake on tight nnd shift the 
gear to high speed', then gradually en- 
gage the clutch. If the motor stalls 
the clutch is not slipping. If the mo- 
tor continues to run, then the clutch, 
needs attention at once.

[one-eighth inch from the high-tension 
! terminal of the coll. Turn on the ignl- 
i'tion switch aod fully 
advance the 


!spark control lover on the 
steering 


post. When the pctcocks are opened 
;(to relieve compression) and tho cu- 
ipine cranked over;by hand slowly a 
rspark will Jump from the coil handle 
;to the screwdriver. At the moment of 
•the spark the flywheel should bo In a 
position for advanced spark. This Is 
usually marked on the flywheel, and 
•will be seen just preceding the marks 
ifor upper dead center. If tlie arrival 
:of the spark does not match with the 
irnark on the flywheel ihe spark is 
either too late or too early, as tha 
case may be.
